FOUR BRITISH 
RAIL SYSTEMS 


National Wage Board Re- 
commends Blanket Re- 
ductions in Salaries 
Associated Press Cable 


LONDON, March 6.—The Railway 
National Wage Board favors a merger 


blanket reductions for railroad work- 
ers and at the saine time recom- 
mended that means be sought for en 
amalgamation of the lines in the in- 
terests of economy. 


LONDON, March 6.—Blanket re- 
ductions affecting upward of a mil- 
lion railroad workers in the British 
Isles were recommended last night by 
the Railway National Wage Board 
after hearing arguments from both 
the carricrs and the men, 

The wage reductions will affect 
upward of 1,000,000 railroad workers 
in the British Isles, 

Employers had sought a reduction, 
but the unionized workers countered 
with a demand for increases which 
would bring the basic average wage 
to £3 (about $15) a week. 

2.5 PER CENT CUT 

The reduction decreed roughly ap- 
proximates 2.5 per cent in all classes 
of railway clerks and workmen with 
an additional equal reduction applied 
to those drawing more than 40 shill- 
ings a week (about $9.60) or, in the 
case of clerks, £100 a year (about 
$500). 

The board was the court of last 
appeal and the sole escape from the 
reduction lies in the possibility of a 
strike, This is regarded as highly im- 
probable. 

Both the carriers and the workers 
will be asked to accept the agreement, 
and it is believed they will do so since 
their representatives signed the 
recommendation, 

Reductions will be effective from 
March 28 ha iaend March 26, 1932.

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CLEARING THE AIR 

Lord Irwin and Mahatma Gandhi have 
made a truce which holds a promise of 
the restoration of order in India. The 
substance of it is that Gandhi's followers 
may make salt so long as they drop the 
other features of their civil disobedience 
campaign. 

The important result of the compro- 
mise is that the discussion of the self- 
government scheme may now get under 
way in an atmosphere tree olf other dis- 
turbing issues. ‘That undoubtedly was 
the end the British Government had in 
view in making now a concession which 
might with betier grace have been made a 
year ago. 


A STANDING PROBLEM 


Professor Swanson of the University 
of Saskatchewan points out, as he did 
some years ago in somewhat similar cir- 
cumstances, that the present troubles of 
the wheat grower did not really arise be- 
cause he grew more wheat than the world 
had need of. 

The wheat “surplus” is a somewhat 
misleading term. ‘There is not too much 
wheat in the world, and never has been. 
There is more than can be sold at a pro- 
fitable price; more, that is, than people 
can afford to buy at a price that would 
leave the grower a profit. 

The professor frankly admits that he 
has no solution for the economic prob- 
lem that is thus presented. He has no oc- 
casion to feel lonesome in that position, 
for he seems to be in the company of all 
those who have made economics the study 
of a lifetime.and of those who have won 
and lost fortunes in the marketing of

wheat, 


ANOTHER COMMISSION? 

If, as proposed, the Dominion Govern- 
ment is to set up a commission to investi- 
gate the marketing of wheat, that body 
ought to be instructed to investigate 
every conceivable method of marketing, 
from the grain exchange to the compul- 
sory pool, and every phase of the busi- 
ness from “orderly marketing’ to the 
buying and selling of futures. 

Any inquiry narrower than that would 
be only a half-way measure, and sooner 
or later another commission would be 
called for to take on where it left off. 
During the last quarter of a century we 
have had an impressive and expensive suc- 
cession of wheat marketing investiga- 
tions, under federal and provincial aus- 
pices. If the reports of these several 
commissions, taken together, do not estab- 
lish what method of marketing is best, 
and what practices should and should not 
be permitted, that is in itself sufficient 
reason why any future commission should 
be given the broadest possible scope and 
told to make a job of it, complete, conclu- 
sive and final. 


FLOCKING TO THE HIGH SCHOOLS 


In ten years the total school enrollment 
in Alberta has increased by 23 per cent, 
while the high school enrollment has in- 
creased 132 per cent. That is to say, for 
each 100 pupils who were attending 
schools of all kinds ten years ago there 
ire now 123; while for each 100 pupils who 
were then attending high schools there 
are now 232, 

Some of course will tell us that a thirst 
for knowledge does not altogether account 
for this remarkable increase in the high 
school attendance; that there are boys and 
girls, even in the Edmonton high schools, 
who seem to be there to have a good time 
or to avoid having to work, rather than 
with a serious view to learning. 

’Twas ever thus, and probably always 
will be. But only a small minority of 
high school students can belong to that 
class. The great majority of them have 
a purpose in mind, and do make reason- 
able progress in their studies, The growth 
in enrollment means, in the large sense, 
that the desire for high school training is 
veneral and is growing; and that the 

uilding of new high schools will have to 
be a marked feature of the development of 
the provincial school system for years to 
come. 

THE TRANS-CANADA HIGHWAY 

A delegation which waited on Premier 
Bennett in reference to the national high- 
way project came away with the impres- 
sion that there is no likelihood of work 


% being started on that undertaking in the 


| 
| 


near future, because of the lack of funds. 

The public will net be greatly sur- 
prised, and perhaps not greatly disap- 
pointed, in that. The Government is un- 
derstood to be facing a heavy deficit, with 
no improvement as yet in the relations be- 
tween income and outgo. That this cost- 
ly highway project would be taken in hand 
at once could seareely be supposed. 

But that is no reason why the scheme 
should be pigeon-holed and left to the in- 
definite future. Before construction is 
actually started, an immense amount of 
preliminary work will have to be done, 
which would not in itself involve any con- 
siderable expenditure. 


The route will have to be chosen, sur- 
veys made, plans and maps prepared, es- 
timates made up, and all the oth: ad- 
vance details of a large construction en- 
terprise got through with. Arrangements 
will have to be made with the provinces, 
as to whether the federal or provincial 
authority is to have the undertaking in 
charge, let contracts, supervise construc- 
tion and carry the responsibility for trans- 
lating the project into a completed high- 
way. 

This preparatory work could well be 
undertaken at once, since the cost would 
not be great, and should be done during 
the coming summer, Then if next fall the 
unemployment problem is still a matter of 
national concern, so much of the con- 
struction as can be carried out in the win- 
ter season could be put in hand. If the Do- 
minion should have to spend money again 
next winter for relief, there is no better 
way to spend it than in the building of 
this coast to coast road, to whatever ex- 
vet winter construction may be practic- 
able.

PRICES IN CANADA 

The cost per week of a family budget of twenty- 
nine staple foods, calculated from the average retail 
prices in sixty-nine cities, was in December at the 
lowest level since 1916, with the exception of the 
spring of 1924, The feature of the movement was 
that, commencing in January at the highest point 
reached since 1921, the decline continued throughout 
the year, there being no seasonal advance in the 
autumn, During the first six months of the year 
prices were higher than during the corresponding 
months of 1929, but from June to December prices 
fell considerably, especially potatoes, bread, beef, 
pork, flour, sugar and prunes. The average cost of 
the food budget for the year was $10.96, as compared 
with $11.84 in 1929, a decrease of about 3 per cent, 
but the decline from December, 1929, to December, 
1930, from $11.83 to $10.10 was 15 per cent, Includ- 
ing the cost of fuel and rent with that of foods, the 
total budget was down in the average for the year 
from $21.6! in 1929 to $21.20 in 1930, ‘The fall be- 
tween December, 1929, and December, 1930, was 7'% 
per cent, Fuel was practically unchanged for the 
year, while rent was slightly higher.—Report of Do- 
minion Department of Labor.

Dr. McCoy's menus suggested for the week be- 
ginning Sunday, March 8th: 

Sunday: Breakfast—Poached eggs on Melba 
toast; stewed raisins. Lunch—Creamed sweet pota- 


toes, string beans, salad of shredded raw cabbage and 
celery, Dinner—Tomato and celery vegetable broth, 
baked chicken, spinach, carrots, salad of lettuce, Jello 
or Jell-well, with whipped cream. 

Monday: Breakfast—French omelet, toasted cer- 
eal biscuit, stewed prunes. Luneh--Baked ground 
beets, asparagus, ripe olives, Dinner—Minced chick- 
en in tomato jelly (chicken left from Sunday); cook- 
ed greens, salad of raw celery; baked apple. 


Tuesday: Breakfast—Whole wheat mush with 
cream, no sugar; stewed raisins, Lunch—eight-ounce 
glass of orange juice, Dinner—-Roast pork, mashed 


turnips, green peas, salad of shredded raw spinach 
and parsley; stewed apricots 


Wednesday: Breakfast--Coddled eggs, Melba toast, 
stewed figs. Lunch—French fried parsnips, cooked 
lettuce, stuffed celery, Dinner—Olive and cheese 


salad (this is protein part of meal); baked eggplant, 
string beans, ice cream. 
Thursday: .Breakfast—-Crisp waffle; small slice of 
broiled ham; apple sauce, Lunech—Raw apples and 
pecans, Dinner—*Cream of spinach soup, broiled 
lamb chops, five-minute cabbage, salad of chopped 
beets, celery and string beans; pineapple whip. 


Yriday: Breakfast—Poached eggs, Melba toast; 
stewed prunes. Lunch—Cooked carrots and peas; 
raw célery, Dinner—Baked Sea Bass; spinach, pars- 


nips, sliced tomatoes; Jello or Jell-well, 

Saturday: Breakfast—Cottage cheese, toasted 
shredded wheat biscuit; apple sauce. Lifnch—Baked 
potato, served with butter; salad of chopped celery, 
peas and raw cabbage. Dinner—Broiled steak with 
mushrooms, baked ground beets, salad of cold cooked 
asparagus; minced prunes in gelatin with whipped 
creani. 

*Cream of Spinach Soup: Thoroughly wash one 
or more bunches of spinach in several waters to re 
move al] grit, not discarding the wilted leaves, as they 
may be used in this soup. Place in heavy kettle with 
small amount of water and cook slowly until tender 
enough to pul through a sieve. Return spinach and 
liquid to fire, adding enough milk and cream (half 
and half) to make the desired amount of soup. Let 
becorne hot but do not boil, Serve with a sprinkling 
of grated cheese and thin strips of Melba toast,

Where it seems necessary to stimulate 
the circulation to the skin of any part, such as the 
face, vibration accompanied by massage and hot and 
cold applications are helpful in bringing about a bet- 
ter circulation through the skin and face muscles,

An American professor was talk- 
ing with Andre Maurols, the Pa- 
risian litterateur, who was schedul- 
ed to go to Princeton University as 
visiting professor for a semester.

three lectures.” 

The professor said that he spent 
two or three evenings with Mau- 
rois and told him of the various 
tricks and techniques of presenta- 
tion by which he could spread his 
material out over @ period of sev- 
eral. weeks, 

I am not sure that it was a@ ser- 
vice of education to teach even one 
more man how to make the mater- 
jals of three good lectures thin oul 
over a semester 

When we find ourselves out in 
the workaday world, wrestling with 
very real problems, if we ever per- 
mitted our minds to function at the 
Shail's pace at which we often coni- 
pel students to proceed when we 
spread slight material over a long 
semester, we should either be kicked 
out of our jobs tf we were working 
for someone else, or go bankrupt if 
we were attempting to conduct a 
business of our own. 

I sometimes suspect that there is 
much of the work we are doing in 
schools, colleges, and universities 
that is taking anywhere from one- 
third to one-half more time than 
can possibly be justified for the 
amount of materiai we are hand- 
ling 

it is important to be economical 
in schools, but it is even more im- 
portant to be sure that we are not 
wasting the time of student and 
teacher by blowing up, bladder like, 
# small amount of material so that 
it will stretch over a semester or a 
year,

With the debate winding to @ con- 
clusion, two vain efforts were made 
by the Liberals to gain time and carry 
the matter over into a third day, so 
that discussion could be concluded by 
Mr. Howson, The first effort was 
made by Joseph M. Dechene, Liberal, 
St. Paul, who moved adjournment, but 
on the matter being put to a vote he 
lost out and in continuing the debate, 
he ended his remarks almost imme- 
diately. Finally, put in the position 
where he had to speak to the motion, 
Mr. Howson asked that he be given 
an adjournment. This was refused 
by the house on objection being raised 
that the debate was in its second day 
and there was no reason why it could 
not be ended that evening. 


BROWNLEE REPLIES 


As Mr. Howson had supplied the 
fireworks on Wednesday in moving 
his motion, the main interest on 


Thursday centred around the counter- 
offensive of Premier J. E. Brownlee, 
who fired the heavy artillery for the 
government, 

Swinging into his subject, the Pre- 
mier emphasized the fact that alle- 
gations made by Mr. Howson on

Increase of 3.15 Per Cent.

Daily population at the Fort Sas- 
katchewan jail during 1930 averaged 
264, or an increase of 31,5 over the 
preceding year, according to the an- 
nual report of the institution submit- 
ted by Warden J. D. Mclean and 
tabled in the legislature by Hon, O. L. 
McPherson, minister of public works. 

Cost of maintaining prisoners also 
increased, according to the report. In 
1929-1930 the net cost for each pri- 
soner for each day was 71 cents as 
against 57.9 vents in the previous 
year, 

Gross operation in 1929-1930 totalled 
$83,956, which was reduced to a net 
cost of $69,392 by reason of revenue 
totalling $14,564, 

In the year previous gross opera- 
tion totalled $70,418; revenue §21,258 
and net operating costs $49,160, 
CANADIANS LEAD 

In the list of prisoners, Canadian 
born led the big parade to the cells 
with aw total of 376, while the cousins 
to the south of the international bor- 
der ran second with 106, Austrians 
were a good third with a total of 103 

In becoming public charges, the pri- 
soners had been found guilty of @ 
variety of crimes ranging from failure 
to obtain a license for a dog and vio~- 
lation of the Noxious Weeds Act to 
the more serious infractions of the 
Criminal Code. 

A proclivity for taking things be- 
longing to others, accounted for the 
greater proportion of the sentences, 
however, as theft in its various sub- 
divisions was responsible for 171 
sentences of the total of 920. 

Three prisoners escaped, but two 
were later taken into custody by jail 
guards, ‘The general health of pri- 
soners was satisfactory, and no deaths 
occurred in the institution. 

At Lethbridge the daily population 
last year was 160.14 as against 150,18 
the year before or an increase of 9,96.

OTTAWA, Ont., Mar. 6—On Janu- 
ary 27 the International Brotherhood 
of Firemen on both Canadian Pacific 
a Canadian National transconti- 
ninetal systems applied to the depart- 
ment of labor for a board of concilia- 
tion to adjust what they considered 
discrimination between the treatment 
given the engineers and that accorded 
themseives. 

Previous to late in 1928 there was a 
joiut agreement of the engineers and 
firemen with the railway companies 
Late in 1928 the engincers notified the 
firemen of their intention to abrogate 
this agreement and negotiate a separ- 
ate one with the railway companies 
and this they did in 1929. This was 
protested by the firemen and was held 
to be within the right of the engineers 

Under the new agreement of the en- 
gineers and railway companies there 
is no change in wage schedule bul 
there was a change in mileage allow- 
ed It is claimed by the firemen this 
change in mileage discriminates 
against them, depriving certain of 
them of work they would otherwise 
obtain. To secure consideration of this 
claim the application for the board 
was made in January last, 

No action has yet been taken on the 
application. It was felt by the min- 
ister of labor that a solution should 
first be sought through negotiation 
and this opinion was approved by the 
railways and the two unions involved. 
Since the application negotiations have 
been in progress and while there is 
still considerable disagreement yet 
great progress had been made toward 
an amicable solution without resort to 
official intervention by the labor de- 
partment through a conciliation board

Howson, in presenting his argument, 
had stated he would base all his 
statements aiid conclisions oi the 
auditor's feport. The report had been 
lauded as an excellent piece of work. 

Therefore, it seemed entirely in- 
consistent that, despite its admitted 
excellence, the report failed to satisfy 
Mr. Howson, who advocated the ap- 
pointment of an independent 
appraiser, who would cost anywhere 
from $10,000 to $15,000 to do work 
already done and apparently not as 
efficiently as had been done by the 
provincial auditor, 

Continuing, the Premier stated that 
much of Mr. Howson's argument had 
been built up by taking isolated sen- 
tences from the report and without 

for their context, reading into 
them a meaning not intended by the 
auditor and then adding such appen- 
dices as “terrible mess,” “deplorable 
conditions” and other phrases of his 
own manufcature. 

As an example, said the Premier, 
Mr. Howson had quoted “the audit was 
opposed in a number of instances by 
secretarics of societies and consider- 
able delay caused from that source.” 
Then a sentence was skipped and an- 
other was read. “a _ considerable 
amount of information was received 
through the courtesy of the banks.”

But, said the Premier, he had not 
read the one which said, “In the 
majority of cases the societies offered 
all the assistance required.” 

Contention was made by the Pre- 
mier that other quotations had been 
woven together to give special con- 
struction to the auditor's intent, while 
the main essential faeture of the re- 
port had beer passed up completely, 
namely, that “In order to show gov-~ 
ernment guarantees apart from finan- 
cial transactions of sociviies this re- 
port will be divided as follows: Part 
I, guaranteed loans with analysis of 
classification; Part II, audit of books 
and records of societies.” 

“THE SIMPLE FACTS” 

“The simple facts,” declared the 
Premier, were that government guar- 
antees were only part of the financial 
transactions of the societies; that 


from the standpoint of protecting the 
government loss the government was 
interested only in those records which 
had to do with transactions affecting 
them and not in records of other 
transactions and that some of the 
principal criticisms in the report as 
to books and records were only for 
the improvement of societies, or re- 
cords of their trading activities.” 

The government, he said, had no 
interest in trading activity losses, 
and strictly speaking these were of no 
concern to the house. Main interest 
of the government centred in capital 
account and sinking fund. 

While Mr. Howson had lauded the 
provincial auditor on his report and 
was prepared to accept it in so far 
as it suited his own purpose, he was 
not prepared to accept it in those 
items which it did not sult his pur- 
pose to accept. 

The auditor said that “bad” debts 
totalled $204,651; doubtful totalled 
$277,939; tied up and slow, $638,445, 
and good, $452,177. 

In thus classifying the loans the 
auditor in accordance with the ac- 
cepted terms used by leading financiai 
ir-\itutions described the “good” as 
current loans, which showed every in- 
dication of being collected in full as 
the notes became due; “tied up and 
cessive loan ratio to his assets; 
slow” as accounts which on collec- 
tions were likely to be delayed by rea- 
son of the borrower's past financla) 
weakness, poor crop conditions, or ex- 


“doubtful” as accounts, the collection 
of which is dependent upon future 
favorable conditicns and accounts 
which it was nut considered would 
eventually become bad, but their pre- 
sent status indicated a possibility of 
future loss, and “bad” indicated ac- 
counts considered wholly uncollectable 
and including an estimate of the loss 
which might be suffered on a number 
of accounts which were exceptionally 
large, 

In view of this, he wondered what 
the position of the banks would be w- 
day if they wrote off their “Sled up 
and slow,” and “doubtful” accounts as 
absolutely bad, as Mr. Howson would 
do, 

CHARGE NOT FAIR, 

Dealing with Mr. Howson’s charges 
tht the losses had beén due to mis- 
management or lack of records, he 
said this was not fair, as no consid- 
eration was given to the times 
through which the province was pass- 
ing, the crop failures of previous years 
or the ratio of possible losses to total 
loans. 

Of the total amount loaned under 
the Act 75.3 per cent. had been re- 
paid, while 24.7 per cent. was out- 
standing. 

The estimate of losses on bad debts 
was $204,651.92, of 52 per cent, of the 
total, or less the societies funds and 
sinking fund $75,772.17, or @ total of 
$128,879.17 or two per cent, 

He gave instances of where frozen- 
out crops had influenced repayments 
and named several societies where the 
collapse of prices had made it impos- 
sible for loans to be repaid. 

The governuswat was not the only 
organization feeling the effect of the 
times.
